Domestic and foreign prosperity, 
Tavorable agricultural conditions 
and the increasing tendency with- 
in the industry itself to concentrate 
on every type of manufacturing and 
managerial activity are among the 
substantial indications of a continu- 
ance of the prosperous period. 
Stronger corporations mean greater 
purchasing power, and the possi- 
bilities of more economical manu- 
facture spell not only larger pbusi- 
ness for the manufacturer but a 
real increase in what the buyer of a 
motor vehicle gets for his dollar. 
With very minor exceptions, the pic- 
ture looks pretty rosy. 


Bigger Farm Income 


The “spots” in the general indus- 
trial condition, noted earlier in the 
year, have been rather largely 
erased. The government estimate of 
crop on current price basis indicates 
that farm income in 1928 will great- 
jy exceed that of last year to a pos- 
sible extent of as much as $800,000,- 
000. If the present promise is borne 
out, a tremendously increased buy- 
ing power will be released, and the 
farmer may doubtless be relied upon 
to assume an increasingly important 
place in the sales picture. 

July production of cars and 
trucks for the United States and 

Canada totaled 415,670 units, a 
generally satisfactory figure; if 
the August production is found to 
have been in proportion, the year 
will have set an unusual record. 
The seven months’ output totaled 
2,327,186. 

Registrations as of December 31, 
1927, totaled 20,230,429 cars and 
2.896.886 trucks. With the figures 
as of June 30, which showed 1,556,- 
974 cars and 150,712 trucks, added, 
the vehicles on the roads, leaving 
out those junked, totaled 24,835,001 
at the end of June. With the most 
jiberal allowance for junking, these 
are impressive figures. 

Personal and official reports of 
European conditions indicate a con- 
tinuance of the continent's steady 
march toward the top of the cus- 
tomers’ list, so far as American pas- 
senger cars are concerned. In 1927 
Europe took close to a third of the 
American cars. shipped abroad, | 
showing a 72 per cent. increase over 
1926 and one of 187 per cent. over 
1923. 

Competent estimators figure that 
the European market will absorb | 
over 175,900 units of American pro- 
duction this vear, as compared with 
about 150.000 in 1927. Germany is 
geen as the best individual Conti- 
nental customer, as her per capita 
ownership of cars is still notably 
pmaller tlian that of France, for ex- 
ample. When John N. Willys, pres- 
ident of Wiilys-Overland, recently 
returned from Europe he reported 
that he expected the European mar- 
ket to absorb between 12 per cent. 
and 15 per cent. of his company’s 
production this year.

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One Company Gets Enough 
HETHER the compulsory insurance law in Massachu- 
setts has been a magnificent success or a lamentable 

failure, one insurance company has had all that it wants 
of it. The New York Indemnity Company the other day 
sent the following telegram to the insurance commissioner 
of Massachusetts :— 

“We advise you that because of inadequacy of rates for 
compulsory automobile liability insurance business in Mass- 
achusetts resulting in a net loss to this company—estimated 
at between $100,000 and $200,000 for this year—we have 
instructed our Massachusetts representatives to forthwith 
discontinue such business.” 

The company in this case feels that it is very unlikely 
that any rate will be authorized which will be adequate for 
it to give protection and meet expenses, so that it has no 
choice but to withdraw from the field. 

This compulsory insurance is not the simple matter of 
passing a law that its promoters seemed to think when they 

“put it into effect. It is a simple matter to decree that all 
drivers must carry insurance and set a rate at which such 
insurance is to be issued. It happens that insurance com- 
panies are business organizations. If the rate will not 
permit them to break even or better it is cheaper for them 
to forego the business in compulsory insurance territory. 

States which have been wise enough to wait until 
compulsory insurance has had a real test have been 
extremely well advised.
